The Contract Law—Special Effort to Be 
Made te Organize New Trades Unions 
Relations With the K. of L.—Proposed 
Increase in Iron-Workers’ Wages—The

Bostoy, Mass., Dec. 12.—The first hour of 


to-day’s session of the Federation of Labor 
was ocoupied in the transaction of routine 
busifiess. The committee on the 
of the President reported in commenda- 
yo" of the President to appoint a committee 
seven to which all matters relating to the 
eight-haur movement be referred; also favor- 
ably upon the holding of an International Con- 
gress in the city in which the Worid’s Fair is 
held in 1892; the committee also recommends 
that the Federation seek the a enforce- 
ment of the contract labor laws and the 
Chinese exelusion act, and the agitation of 
ballot reform until all the States have adopted 
Australian system.. 

In the mutter of strike assessment it is recom: 
mended that the committee on constitution 
forinulate a plan for the management of the 
fund, 

The committee's report was discussed and 

endations referred, with the ex- 
ception ot that in relation to alien contract 
labor which was referred back 
to the committee. The report 
of the Committee on Organization 
recommends that the convention instruct all 
affiliated organizations to make a special 
effort to aid in organizing the bakers, coal 
miners and boot and shoemakers that the sys- 
tem of appointing organizers to secure 
union on a trades-union basis be continued 
and the expenses of organizers paid; that the 
executive council try and brin about amal- 
gamation of all dual organizations existing 
in any one trade in the case of unions 
affiliated with the Federation; that hereafter 
all conferences of officers ot the Federation 
with the officers of the Knights of Labor relat- 
ing to trades-union organization or the 
mutual interchange and reeoguition of 
working cards shal Soasg and that delegates 
be instructed to bring the recommendations 
ofthis report to the notice of every local 
union 

The report evoked along discussion, Its 
recommendation was referred back to the 
committee with instructions to insert names 
of other than affiliated organizations; the 
second and third propositions were unan-

the trades unions’ position of the federation 
and the last recommendation was adopted. 

The Secretary and Treasurer’s reports were 
referred. The latter showed receipts, $7,443, 
and expenditures, $6,528. A number of minor 
resolutions were properly referred, and an 
adjournment taken until 2 p. m.

The old law fixed the amount which jurors 
should receive at $1.50 per day. The amend- 
ment increased this amount 50 cents and the 
new law went into effect on November 1. Yet 
all jurors who have’ been summoned and 
served in the Circuit and Criminal Courts have 
only received $1.50. 

9,000 JURORS 

Since December 1 the Jury Commissioner 
has impanneled about nine thousand jurors, 
and each one is entitled to half a dollar more 
than he received for every day he served. In

For the past ten years efforts have been 
made in the Senate and House to pass such 
an amendment and I have always opposed it, 
believing the cost of litigation is too hieb, and 
if any change was made the costs should be 
decreased. I cannot remember the amend- 
ment being passed, but I do remember hear- 
ing of it once and opposing it. There are 
half a dozen ways in which it could have been 
made. After being introduced it would go to 
the Committee on Judiciary or the Com- 
mittee on Criminal Jurisprudence. It may 
have originated in either committee

ForT SMITH, Ark., Dec. 11.—The paving of 
Garrison avenue with vitrified brick is well 
under way and is being rapidly pushed to 
completion. Five blocks of curbing have 
been completed, which is entirely satisfac- 
tory. Thecurbing is of native stone, five 
inches in thickness and thirty inches deep. 


Two anda half millions of brick will be re- 
quired for the paving, which are 
now being manufactured here. The 
clay of which the briek are made is 
practically an inexhaustible bed, from ten to 
fifteen feet deep, and is of a very superior 
quality, arfd will make a brick that will stand 
almost any amount of pressure, This clay is 
almost white, is very heavy and free from 
sand. Itis almost identical with the Akron 
(O.) clay and there is no reason why sewer 
pipes, tiling and pottery cannot also be man- 
ufactured here.

After months of begging for subscri p- 
tions tothe World’s Fair New York has 
$5,000,000. Scarcely a dollar of this sum 
was given cheerfully and subscriptions 
have wholly stopped notwithstanding the 
urgent appeals of the New York papers. 

Chicago isunable to show more than 
$2,000,000 of bona fide subscriptions,nearly 
all of them having been got out of small 
shopkeepers and merchants of the second 
order. The millionaires of Chicago are 
quite as reluctant to part with their 
money in aid of the Fair as are their New 
York fellows. 

In St. Louis voluntary subscriptions 
amounting to more than $5,000,000 have 
been received from representative busi- 
ness men, and as much more is within 
sight and hearing. There has been no 
begging, nor has any particular effort 
been made to interest the people of St.Louis 
in the enterprise. In short the St. Louis 
World Fair movement isa spontaneous ex- 
pression of public spirit. It is not a facti- 
tious enthusiasm, a manufactured boom 
set in motion by men who expect to reap 
where they do not sow. 

The extraordinary stinginess disclosed 
in New York and Chieago is evidence of 
want of sympathy with the movement 
which bodes no good to the Fair if held in 
either of those places. They have 
shown no popular demand for it and 
in both places the movement is in the 
hands of speculators and shopkeepers, 
who advocate it for the money there is in 
it. To be a success the Fair must be some- 
thing more than a busingss scheme. 

If popular pride is set aside for consider- 
ations of dollars and cents the failure of 
the World’s Fair is a foregone conclusion.

Not only is she too 
young to become engaged to anybody, as she 
is only just 14, but she is the Czarevitch’s first 
cousin, her father and his mother be- 
ing brother and sister, and such mar- 
rlages are prohibited by the tenets 
of the Greek Church. It ts whispered that a 
very romantic story is hidden behind these 
delays in the betrothing of tne future Czar. 
It may be remembered that some months * 
the Grand Duke of Hesse- Darmstadt pera 6 
visit to the Russian court, bringin * him 
his youngest and only unmarr! 
the Princess Alix, ostensibly on a visit to ber 
sister, the Grand Duchess Sergius, but in 
reality that her remarkable beauty might be 
seen and appreciated by the Czarewitch. The 

resence of the loveliest Princess in all 

urope produced the desired effect. The 
yousg heirtothe Russian throne was com- 
pletely captivated, and the rival charmer, the 
Montenegran princess, was entirely eclipsed.

Hew to Shoe a Horse. 


From the Mailand Express. 

A correspondent favors us with some hints 
on this subject, which we publish, believing 
that every owner of a horse should have such 
information as will fit him to criticise the 


blacksmith. Before applyis 1 shoe, says 
our authority, the foot shoul reduced to 
nearly the same shape and form as that of 8 
unshed horse in his natural state. In movin 
a horse. bears more on the outsid 
ot the foot than on the inside; hence, the in- 
side should not be made lower, Dut rather 
higher than the outside. If thisis not done, 
the foot does not stand level and lameness is 
induced. In puring the frog, it is only neces- 
sary to remove the ragged portions, and the 
sole ought not so thin as to yield 
to the pressure of thethumb. Frequent re- 
getting of the shoe is not to be neglected, 
lest it me partially displaced or twisted 
and cause corns. 

The shoe should de ot an equal thickness 
from the toe to the heel, aud so heavy thas 
it will not be bent by contact with hard. as, 
even roads. The foot ought to be so prepares 
before the shoe ie nailed that it bears entirely 
on the wall and not onthe sole. This is too 
often néegiected, and sometimes causes very 
bad cases of lameness. The part of the shoe 
which is below the inside quarter should not 
extend beyond the outer edge of the wall, lest 
it strike against the opposite leg when the 
horse is traveling, which is called ‘‘interfer- 
A or ‘*cuttin 9 

he nall holes In the fore shoes should not 
be punched too far back, and tod many nails 
should not oe used. Lateral expansion oc- 
curs chiefly at the posterior part of the foot; 
but when the nails are placed too far back, 
the quarters, being fixed, can not yield, and, 
in course of time, become contracted, caus- 
mg pain and lameness, 

he upper opening of the fiail holes should 
Rave an outward direction, so as to allow the 
points of the nails to be brought out low down 
inthe wall. A horse is sometimes lamed in 
shoeing bythe nail having been driven too 
near the sensitive part of the foot. When this 
is the case, he shows lameness immediately 
or shortly ‘after coming from the blacksmith 
shop. If the shoe isremoved immediately 
the lameness is, generally speaking, tempo- 
rary, but when itis allowed to remain on for 
weeks without the true natare of the lame- 
neas belig recognized, matter forms, anil it 
is along time betore the parts regain their 
former soundness. 

Horses’ feet should occasionally be stuffed 
with wet tow, or with a mixture of clay and 
cow dung. This should be done twice a week 
in dry weather, as it serves to preserve the 
elasticity of the horn, and also renders the 
operation of shoeing the horse a much more 
easy task than when the horn is hard and un- 
yielding. .

Jacob Fraley of 416 North Sixth street said 
he did not remember the amount of bis gas 
bill, but he rembered that it was outrageous. 

The cashier at the Heideman & Benolst 
Saddiery Co. said he had no objection to make 
to the bill forthe month of November, but 
that some time ago the company sent a Dill 
which was protested against and the company 
took $10 off the amount. 

At Barr's clectric lights are used almost ex- 
clusively, although at times the gas was 
turned on. Mr. Wright examined the books 
and said the gas bill for November was for 
83,300 feet of gas, amounting to $124.95. In 
November, 1888, the bill amounted to $104.25. 
For October, 1889, the gas bill was only $66.15, 
showing an increase for one month of $58.80. 

Judge Ryan said his gas bill was outrage- 
ous, and he could not account for it. He said 
the months during which the least amount of 
gas was burned the largest bills were sent in. 

Mr. White of the old Times building, said it 
was the work of the meter. 
His engineer measures the gas every time the 
company’s inspector does, so he is sure that 
the figures are ail right. For November his gas 
bill was $22.20, and in October it was $13.96. 

Mr. Alexander, on Broadway and Olive, 
said his gas bilis had been enormous for cer- 
tain months, one montb showing an incresse 
of $5.85 as compared with the same month of 
the previous year. He said the principal 
complaint he had to make was in the quality 
of the gas, which was very poor. 

A REAL ESTATE MAN'S BILL. 

L. A. Moffett & Co., the real estate agents. 
received a gas bill for the month of November 
for $3,45, while their bill for October was only 
$2.25. Mr. Albert Gerst, the bookkeeper of 
the firm, states that he did very little work in 
the office at night during November, as he had 
agreat deal of outside notary work to per- 
form. He worked much more in the office at 
night in October anu burned considerably 
more gas, so that the big increase in the bill 
is a mystery to him. 


How the City Fares. 


Building Commissioner Thomas J. Furlong 
said there were occasional complaints entered 
from the Four Courts and Court-house about 
the gas, but in many instances the trouble 


was due to old or bad pipes. As to the quality 
of the gas or the pressure under which it was 
sent through the pipes he could not state. 

President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provements said: ‘‘I can’t tell whether the 
gas companies have been farnishing lese gas 
than usual or gas of an inferior quality. I 
might surmise that they were, but could 
not prove it. I do not doubt, however, that 
in some cases the gas is not what it should be. 
On our street lights I do not belleve we 
are getting the volume of pressure 
contracted for, nor do think the gas is of as 
good quality as itsbould be. The only way to 
ascertain what kind end amount of gas is 
being supplied would be to make a series of 
tests, and that would take considerable time. 
In any event, no matter how bad affairs may 
look, it is always very hard to prove anything 
onthe gas companies. It has been tried be- 
fore. and has never succeeded. 

The other commissionors have not observed 
any particular difference in the kind or quan- 
tity of gas they are getting now, and do not 
believe that there is any. 

Jailer Callahan sald: ‘‘I haye given up kick- 
ing about the gas we get atthe jail. 1 fought 
about some of our gas bills once or twice, but 
it did no good, sol have givenit up. I knew 
very well. however, that we are not getting 
what we should, but Il see now no remedy for 
the trouble. 

Deputy Comptroller Gable said: ‘‘We will 
not be able to tell how the gas companies are 
treating the city until after the Ist of January, 
asthe quarterly bills forthe three months 
from October to January will not come in until 
the let. We have had nocomplaints here as 
yet about the gas, but we will be able to tell 

retty closely how we stand, as there has

IN A BAD CONDITION. 


THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC LIGHT CO. CAN’T 
DO THE WORK. 


More About Its Attempt to Set Aside Its Ob- 
ligations—The Move Condemned By All 
of the City Officialse— A Section of the 
Ironclad Contract —How Matters Stand 


HE cold-blooded prop- 
osition of the Munici- 
pal Electric Lignt Co. 
,etill stands without 
} modification or alter- 
ation, and the city is 
still in danger of be- 
ing put to a great deal 
of troubie and ex- 
pense because it made 
the fatal error in the 
beginning by making 
contracts with a man 
who did not know the 
business he was un- 
dertaking and who 
had made absolutely 
no preparations in ad- 
vance to carry out one 
ot the biggest oon 
tracts of the kind ever 
let. 

The city made a con- 
tract with Charles Sutter whereby it was 
agreed that Charles Sutter would light all of 
the city now lighted by gas with electric 
lights. One provision which appeared in both 
contracts was as follows: 


. E. The said party of the first part further 
agrees that the preparations for carrying out 
thie contract shall be commenced within -fif- 
teen days after the approval of the ordinance 
confirming this contract, and carried on reg- 
ularly thereafter with such force and in such 
manner as to secure the lighting of thej(north- 
ern or southern) district, as herein specified 
3 on and continuously after the 
st day of January, 1890, 

And the said paren of the first part further 
agrees that if the lighting embraced in this 
contract and specifications is not commenced 
so far as the electric lighting is,to replace the 
present lighting of streets and public places 
with gas and gasoline on January 1, 1890, as 
above stipulated and agreed, then the 
said party of the first part shall pay to 
the said party of the second part, 
as ascertained and liquidated damages, the 
sum of $506 ‘day for each and every day 
that said lighting is not performed; but it by 
reason of delay ih approval of this céntract 
by the Municipal Assembly, the Board of 
Public Improvements should consider that 
the contractor is entit to extension of 
time for-the commencement lighting as 
above stipulated, the said board may grant 
such extensio time as it may deem just

Thie provision was put In especially tor the 
purpose of protecting the city in the event of 
the failure of the contractors, as it was felt 
then that accidents were always possible and 


each lighting district 
$500 a day, because that amount 
was thought to be about the sum reqtisite to 
cover any expense the city might be put to. 
No objection to the clause was entered by 
Sutter at the time the contract was made and 
signed, and since that time the company has 
confronted the Board of Public Im- 
provements with other clauses in the 


same contract and bas held the city down to it 
with unrelenting tenacity, as was shown 
when the board made an effort to make spe- 
olal provisions for the lighting of Lindell ave - 
nue. 

A change inthe date throughout the con- 
tract would change the date in this clause 
also and consequently render it inoperative 
until April 1. Thenthe troubles of the city 
would begin and the lighting contractors 
would be left untrammeled for three months 
to do their work in their own way. While the 
city would be struggling through a mass of 
complications it was not to blame for, except 
that the Board of Public Improvements 
showed ioo much leniency to Sutter from the 
start and made concessions it never snould 
have thought of. 

The Municipal Co. did not realize until it 
was well on toward the middle of the work 
the full extent of the contract, and the gen- 
tlemen at the head of the corporation 

BIT OFF MORE THAN THEY COULD CHEW. 

They got left on their pole contracts and at 
one time were way behind in stock. 
They gave Phil Rohan the contract for boilers 
to be used in tke power-house and 
the work on the * power-house 
was delayed because the bollers were 
notready. They estimated that the amount 
of wire needed would be about 350 miles, now 
they discover that it will de about 500. They 
have not yet the necessary number of lamps 
and the poles to hang them on are not more 
than half ready. Their pole iines for carry- 
ing wires are not all up, and won't be for 
some time. These are only a few 
of the mistakes made by the contractors 
and now they come forward and ask the city 
to let them offfrom their obligations. Inno 
other piece of contract work would sucha 
thing be considered, and it has been a fre- 

nent occurrence for contractors in other 
lines of work to lose more than the amount of 
their contracts because of accidents which 
could not be prevented. 

There is no;provision in the ordinance for 
an extension of time whereby the Municipal 
Electric Light Co. agrees to pay for the gas 
yighting, but simply asks for more time. 

THE OTHER COMPANIES | 
which have been awarded contracts for incan- 
descent lichte which are t be used 
for lighting alleys and pubiie 8 are 
all ready to goto work and have the lights 
turned on by New Year’s Day. The city must 
pay for these, and if gas is used at the same 
time will be Paying tor double service, which 
is not needed.

House have no right to do anything in this 
case, and have not the authority to release the 
company from any terms of the contract 
any more than they have to make contracts 
with the companys in the first place.

Which Leads to an Expose of the 
Methods Resorted To in the 
Alleged Efforts to

A Foolish Blunder or an Attempt 
to Shield the Offender 
Which ? 


Henry Reed Tells How He Has Often Point- 
ed Out the Door to a Polier Shop to the 
Raiding Officers, but They Have Re. 
fused to Enter It Until They Have Made 
Noise Enough to Warn the Occupant 
and Give Him Time te Escape— Herman 
Bruner Receives Notice of an Impend - 
ing Raid. 


HE determination of the 

police not to interfere 

with the lottery or pol- 

icy men is marked and 

certain. A ease so plain 

that it leaves not «4 

shadow of doubt came 

up on Tuesday when a 

pretended raid was made 

on the barber shop of 

Henry Reed, at 724 North 

a Sixteenth street. There 

was snes bluster and fuss, and the report 

spread that ‘‘at one fell swoop they had 
cleaned out an entire barber shop. 

This is only additional evidence that all the 
police are doing is to rald little, insignificant 
houses, do a good deal of loud talking and let 
the big men,the real ringsters, go on with 
their business un interrupted. 

One small negro boy, sinee released for 
want of proof, is the entire barber shop’’ 
they cleaned out, and it took two detectives 
and five special officers to arrest him, accord 
ing to the police report, which is contradicted 
by the people on the scene. 

Reed’s barber shop is on Sixteenth street and 
is the front room ofa suite of three. The sec- 
ond room was until recently a policy shop. 
The rear room is Reed’s kitchen. One door 
opens from the policy roo oOanarrow alley 
and onthe other side th are doors from 
both the policy room and the kitchen. There 

was a door between the Wirber shop and the 
policy room, but ig has been nailed up for 
more than a year. 

This raid of Tuesday was not the firat visit | 
of the police to these quarters, but they have | 
never yet been able to catch the proprietor of 
the game. This trip they had their usual ex- 
perience and as before ‘it was all theirown 
fault or design, one or the other. 

HENRY REED 
ealled at the Post-DisPaTcu office this morn- a 
ing and made a very clear, straight statem 
concerning the raid and the conduct 
police on former oecasions. He said: 

In my absence Tuesday the officerg came 
to my shop, No. 724 North Sixteenth street, 
when there was nobody there except a little 
boy, Willie Wilcox. They wanted to go 
through the drawers of thesbop, but the boy 
told them that he was left jn charge and he 
would not permit them tgopenadrawer. If 
_they were officers and could show any war- 
rant he would open every drawer 
and show them everything. They 
ordered him to open the drawers 
and when he refused to do so they took him 
away and ieft my place unprotected and 
open to thieves. The place was closed by my 
wife, who got out of a sick bed, and a stran- 
ger who was in there at the time. 

In the rear of my shop, but not in any way 
connected with it, is a policy office, No busi- 
ness has been carried on there for three or 
four weeks, but when there was business the 
police made no attempt to get the man who 
was carrying iton. They would come to the 
shop and want to go through it, when they 
had been shown the proper. way to go in. 
There is a door between my barber-shop and 
this policy shop, but it has been nailed up for 
more than a year, and the police have been 
repeatecly shown this. They would come 
into the shop and make a great 
noise, banging and slamming at this 
door and fussing with the barbers so as to 
give the man inthe policy shop in the rear 
ample time to get away. This bappened 
several times. The police on the beat and 
the Sergeant are the only ones who have gone 
in the right way orshown any inclination to 
arrest that man. 

In their report the police speak of me in 
an indefinite way, as if I was someone they 
did not know. There is no reason for that 
and no excuse forit. My name and address 
areinthe city directory. I have had that 
barber shop for a long time, and I am well 
known in that neighborhood. The police 
have been to my shop several times before, 
too, and they know ine well, but this report 
was intentionally written to shield them- 
selves. 

‘‘[have taken the detectives and special 
eficore to the door of the a shop, shown 

em that that was entrance and 
asked them to stay out of my shop, but it bas 
done no good. One day while I was standing 
in the door of my kitchen, they came up ona 
raid and wanted to go into the kitchen. I 
repeated to them what I had often told them 
before about 


the

te the policy room and pointed out the door, 
which was not fifteen feet away, but they 
would not listen to me. They stood there 
wrangling about my kitchen until I saw they 
were determined to goin; sol stepped out of 
the way and let them pass. They went in and 
made noise enough to alarm everybody within 
a hundred feet, and when they got through 
that, of course, the Re olicy man was gone. 

“The police know that policy shop and just 
how to get into it at any time, but they have 
never yet raided it. They have never failed 
to make such anoise about my place that the 
policy man was warned and given time to get 
away before they went near his shop.’ 

Reed tells his story in avery positive wey, 
and says he will not nesitate about telling it 
to the officers themselves. And there is plenty 
of circumstancial evidence to confirm it. 

There is the fact that 

A POLICY SHOP 
has been run in the room adjoining his; the 
fact that the police have known it and made 
several pretended raids, and the fact that 
they have never yet caught the policy mar. 

There are other circumstances which con- 
firm Reea’s statement, as he says the police 
have worked in this case just inthe same 
manner they have worked ina dozen others. 
On November 15 the firstraids were made, 
after the Pos?-DISPATCH began ite war of ex-; 
termination on lotteries. 

A meeting of the lottery men was held thas 
morning in the cigar store of Herman Bruner, 
254 South Sixth street. Bruner was the lead- 
ing spirit in the meeting. Bruner was the man 
whose list of patrons previously captured 
contained the names of seven members ofthe 
police force. Bruner was and is the biggest 
vender in the city.

The ambitious little girls are not the only 
ones who imagine wrong things about the lot 
of the typewriter, and the eyes of many will 
be opened by the bright little articie below, 
Which! one of them’’ wrote between ‘‘takes,’’ 
just to tell what the poor girls have to en- 
dure. She wrote it just this way: 

THE WOES OF SCHOOL LIFE. 

You can see them almost every morning, 
groupes of them going to school with their

Zach Phelps and Alien 
W. Thurman, the legal 
adviser ot the Colum- 
bus Club, were ap- 
pointed a committee 
to formulate a propo- 
sition or agreement 
under the provisions 
ofwhich could be 
brought about an 
amalgamation of the 
Brotherhood and the 
American Association. That committee has 
performed its work and is ready to report 
progress. The document is a voluminous 
one, but its salient points can be enumerated 
as follows: 

1. The full amsigamation of the two organ- 
izations. 

2. The total abrogation of the reserve clause 
in all future contracts. 

g. The abolition of Sunday games. 

4. Each club to fiz the price of admission on 
its own grounds. 

5. The formation of a gurantee fund, out of 
which all players shall receive their salaries 
the let and 15th of each month without regard 
to receipts. 

6. The organization ofa Board of Control, 
made up as may hereafter be determined, 
which shall have full power in the new body 
and to which all appeals shall be made. 

Nothing is sald as to what cities shall make 
up the new organization, the agreement pro- 
viding simply for the merging of the American 
Association and the Players’ League. The 
composition of the consolidated body shall be 
the subject of future determination. 

John Ward has been fully apprised of what 
is being done, and at his suggestion President 
Phelps will be at hand next Monday when the 
Players’ League holds its meeting in New 
York. The Association President will not, of 
course, be a participant in the de- 
liberations of the Brotherhood, but 
will be in the vicinity to hear the 


decision regarding the consolidation when it 
is made by the representatives of the players. 
It is the programme, if Ward is able to carry 
out his plans and the amaigamation is agreed 
to, that the Brotherhood appoint a committee 
to meet a similar one on the part of the Ameri- 
can Association, and at a place that no League 
magnate can locate, where further arrange- 
ments can be carried ont and the details of the 
deal fixed. Another important step taken was 
the preparation of plans looking toward the 
protection of players in the Association who 
are not signed, but reserved by the various 
clubs.
